arms of the two houses, one copy to euch of the clerks
and employes of the two houses, whose names appear
in the blue book; fifty copies each to the governor,
secretary of state and superintendent of public instruec-
tion ; twenty-five copies each to the lieutenant governor,
state treasurer aud attorney general; two copies each
to the rest of the state officers in the capitol, and one
to each of their assistants; one copy each to the state
agricultural society; the state horticultural society, the
state board of charities and reform, and to the acade-
my of arts and science; one copy to each regent of the
state university and normal sachools, one copy to each
of the college, academy, free high school, normal school
and free public libraries of the state, and to the state
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penal and charitable institutions ; one copy each to the
county clerks and superintendents of schools of the
several counties in this siate, and to the clerk of the
supreme court of the United States courts for Wiscon-
sin; one copy each to the reporters in regular attend-
ance on the legislature; one copy to each justice of the
supreme court, to each judge of the Uuited States
courts sitting within this state, circuit judge and county
judge, and twenty five copies to the state historical
society. The remaindershall be kept by the secretary
of state, who shall deliver to the superintendent of
public property, at the commence:ment ot each session
of the legislatue, one hundred and thirty-seven copies,
to be by bim distributed to th members of the legis-
lature, and to the chief clerks and sergeants-at-arms of
each house, at the opening of the session; the remsin--
der to be kept for exchange. Oae copy of such blue
book for each justice oi the supreme court, state offi-
cer, and each member of the senate and assembly, and
the chief clerks thereof, shall be bound in half mo-
roceo and be lettered with the name of the person en-
titled to receive it.
